The U.S. President charted a 
cold war course for Canada and 
the United States in a “climate 
of freedom” speech that some 
observers said may rank histor- 
ically with Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's “good __ neighbor pro- 
nouncements.” 

The President was greeted at 
the main entrance by a 100-man 
guard of honor and a 21-gun 
salute. He was escorted into 
the chamber by Prime Minister 
St. Laurent. 

When the President opened 
his speech with about five sen- 
tences of French, the chamber 
burst into thunderous applause 
The members pounded their 
desks, 

Mr. Eisenhower was inter 
rupted 15 times during his 
speech by applause, particularly 
during the sections in which he 
spoke of the necessity of main- 
taining strong trade ties with 
Canada 

A live television broadcast of 


the president's speech was car 
ried over the CBC's Ottawa 
Montreal and Toronto outlets 
and fed into U.S, networks, It 
was the first television broad 
cast inside Canada’s Parliament 
Buildings Radio broadcasts 
were carried in both French and 
English by the CBC and by the 
American radio networks. 

After the speeches, the presi 
dent conferred with the cabinet 
for about an hour and then went 
to lunch with Mrs. Eisenhower 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs 
St. Laurent. 

His afternoon was free. In 
the evening he was to give a 
dinner at the U.S. Embassy in 
honor of Governor-General Vin- 
cent Massey.

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OTTAWA (UP)—Text of Eisenhower's address at the 
House of Commons today: 


Since the Second World War, I have now been privi 


leged, three times, to visit this great country and this 
beautiful eity 


On my first visit, more than seven years ago, I came 
to express to the Canadian people a field commander's 
appreciation of their memorable contribution in the libera- 
tion of the Mediterranean and European lands. On my 
second, I came to discuss with your governmental officials 
your country’s role in the building of Atlantic security 
Both visits, in the warmth and Spirit of a great peoples 
welcome, were days that I shall remember all my life. 

This day, I again salute the men and women of Canada. 

As I stan@ before you, my thoughts go back to the 
days of global war. In that conflict, and then through more 
recent savage and grievous Korean battles, the Canadian 
people have been valorous champions of freedom for maii- 
kind. Within the framework of NATO, in the construction 
of new patterns for international security, in the lengthy 
and often toilsome exploration of a regional alliance, they 
have been patient and wise devisers of a stout defense for 
the western world. Canada, rich in natural gifts, far 
richer in human character and genius, has earned the grati- 
tude and the affectionate respect of all who cherish free- 
dom and seek peace. 


I am highly honored by the invitation of the pariia- 
ment of Canada that I address it. For your invitation is 
rooted in the friendship—the partnership—that for gener- 
-ations has been the hallmark of relations between Canada 
and the United States 


Your country, my country—each is a better and stronger 
and more influential nation because each can reply upon 
every resource of the other in days of crisis; because each 
can work and grow and prosper with the other through 
years of quiet peace. 

We, of our country, have long respected and admired 
Canada as a bulwark*of the British Commonwealth and ~ 
leader among nations. As no Soviet wile or lure can divide 
the Commonwealth, nothing will corrupt the Canadian- 
American partnership. 

We have a dramatic symbol of the partnership in the 
favored topic of every speaker addressing an audience made 
up of both our peoples—our unfortified frontier. But though 
this subject has become shopworn and well nigh exhausted 
as a feature of after-dinner oratory, it is still a fact that our 
common frontier grows stronger every year, defended only 
by friendship. Its strength wells from indestructible and 
enduring sources—identical ideals of family and schoo! and 
church, and traditions which come to us from a common 
ear of our partnership has evolved a progressive pros- 
perity and a general well-being, mutually beneficial, that is 
without parallel on earth. In the years ahead, the pace of 
our mutual growth will surely be no less. 

To strive, even dimly, to foresee the wonders of Canada's 
next generation, is to summon the utmost powers of the 
imagination. 

This land is a mighty reservoir of resources. Across it, 
at this moment, there moves an extraordinary drama of 
enterprise and endeavor—Canadians, rapidly building basic 
industries, converting waters into hydro-electric energy, 
scrutinizing your soll for new wealth, pushing inte the 
barrens of the north for mineral and oil. You, of Canada, 
are building a magnificent record of achievement. My 
country rejoices in it. 

More than friendship and partnership is signified in the 
relations between our countries. These relations that today 
enrich our peoples justify the faith of our fathers that 
men, given self-government, can dwell at peace among 
themselves, progressive in the development of their materia! 
wealth, quick to join in the defense of their spiritual 
community, ready to arbitrate differences that many rise 
te divide them. This parliament is an illustrious symbol of 
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Wallace 


a human craving, a 
self-government 

All the free legislatures of the world speak for the free 
peoples of the world. In their deliberations and enactments 
they mirror the ideas, the traditions, the fundamental 
philosophies of their nations. 

On the other hand, every free nation, secure in its own 
economic and political stability, reflects the responsible 
leadership and the wise comprehension which its legislature 
has brought to the management of public affairs. 

This continent uniquely has been a laboratory of self 
government, in which free legislatures have been an indis 
pensable force. What is the result? It is a mighty unity 
built of values essentially spiritual 

This continent, of course, is a single physical and geo- 
graphical entity. But physical unity, however, broken by 
teritorial lines, fortress chains and trade barriers, ig a char 
acteristic of every continent. Here, however, independent 
and sovereign peoples have built a stage on which all the 
world can see 

First—Each country's patriotic dedication to its own en 
lightened. self-interest, free from vicious nationalistic ex- 
ploitation of grudge or ancient wrong. ’ 

Second—A joint recognition that neighbors, among na 
tions as among individuals, prosper best in neighborly co- 
operation, factually exemplified in daily life. 

Third—An international will to cast out the bomb and 
the gun as arbiters and to exalt joint search for truth 
and justice 

Here, on this continent, we present an example that 
other nations some day surely will recognize and apply in 
their relations with their neighbors. May that day be close. 
The only alternative—the bankruptcy of ‘armament races 
and the suicide of nuclear war—cannot for long—must not 
for long—be tolerated by the human race. 

Great has been our mutual progress. It foreshadows 
what we together can accomplish for our mutual good. 

Before us of Canada and the United States lies an 
immense panorama of opportunity in every field of human 
endeavor. A host of jobs to be done together confront us 
Many of them cry for immediate attention. As we examine 
them together in the work days ahead, we must never allow 
the practical difficulties that impede progress to blind our 
eyes to the objectives established by principle and logic. 

With respect to some aspects of our future develop- 
ment, I hope I may,, without prestiimption, make three ob- 
servations 

The first is: The free world must come to recognize 
that trade barriers, although intended to protect a coun- 
try’s economy, often in fact shackle its prosperity. In the 
United States, there is growing recognition that free nations 
cannot expand their productivity and economic strength 
without a high level of international trade. 

In our case, our two economies are enmeshed intricately 
with the world economy. We cannot risk sudden disloca- 
tion in industry and agriculture and widespread unemploy- 
ment and distress, by hasty decisions to accomplish sud- 
denly what inevitably will come in an orderly economic 
evolution. “Make haste slowly” is a homely maxim with 
international validity. 

Moreover, every common undertaking, however worth- 
while it may be, must be understood in its origins, its ap- 
plication, its effects by the peoples of our two countries— 
or it will have negligible chance of success. Canadians and 
Americans do not accept goverriment by edict or decree. 
Informed and intelligent co-operation is, for us, the only 
source of enduring accomplishment. 

To study further the whole subject of United States 
foreign economic policy, we have at home appointed a spe- 
cial commission with wide representation including mem- 
bers of the Congress as well as spokesmen for the general 
public. From the commission's studies will come, we hope, 
a policy which can command the support of the American 
people and which’ will be in the best interest of the United 
States and the free world.

Canada and the United States, officials of our two govern. 
ments have for some months been considering the establish- 
ment of a joint economic and trade committee. This com- 
mittee, now approved, will consist of cabinet officers of 
both countries. They will meet periodically to discuss in 
broad terms economic and trade problems and the means 
for their equitable solution. I confidently believe that out 
of this process, the best interests of both our countries 
will be more easily harmonized and advanced. 


The second observation is this: Joint development and 
use of the St. Lawrence-Great Lakes Waterway is invalu 
able—is sure and certain. With you, I consider this measure 
a vital addition to our economic and national security. Of 
course, no proposal yet made is entirely free from faults 
of some sort. But every one of them can be corrected 
given patience and co-operation 


In the United States, my principal security advisers, com 
prising the national security council, favor the undertaking 
for national defense reasons. The cabinet favor it on both 
security and economic grounds. A committee of the United 
States Senate has approved a measure authorizing it 


This measure provides for United States participation in 
a joint development by both countries. The proposal now 
awaits action by the United States Senate which, I am con- 
fident, will act favorably on it or some similar measure. 
The ways and means for assuring American co-operation in 
this great project should be authorized and approved during 
the coming session of Congress. 


I have noted with satisfaction the New York power 
authority’s acceptance of the federal power commission's 
license. With this act the stage is set for a start on the St 
Lawrence power project which will add materially to the 
economic strength of both countries 


My third observation is this: You of Canada and we of 
the United States can and will devise ways to protect our 
North America from any surprise attack by air. And we 
shall achieve the defense of our continent without whittling 
our pledges to western Europe or forgetting our friends in 
the Pacific. 

The basic threat of Communist purpose still exists. In 
deed the latest Soviet communication to the western world 
is truculent, not to say arrogant, in tone. Our security plans 
must now take into account Soviet ability to employ atomic 
attack on North America, as well as on countries, friendly 
to us, lying closer to the U.S.S.R. Their atomic stockpile 
will, of course, increase in size, and means of delivery will 
improve as time goes on. 

Each of our two nations seeks a secure home for realiza- 
tion of its destiny. Defense of our soil presents a challenge 
te both our peoples. It is a common task. Defensively, as 
well as geographically, we are joined beyond any possibility 
of separation. This element in our security problem is an 

guide of the service leaders, the government of- 
ficlals and the legislatures on both sides of the border. In

Thus we evolve joint agreements on all those measures we 

must jointly undertake to improve the effectiveness of our 

defenses, but every arrangement rests squarely on the 
nature of each of our two peoples.

Implicit in the consultations and 
detailed studies which must continue and in the defenses 
which we have already mounted is the need for world-wide 
vigilance and strength. But the purpose is defense. We 
have no other aim 

In common with others of the free world, the United 
States does not rely on military strength alone to win the 
peace. Our primary reliance is a unity among us forged of 
common adherence to moral principles. This reliance binds 
together in fellowship all those who believe in the spiritual 
nature of man, as the child of God. 

Moreover, our country assuredly claims no monopoly on 
wisdom. We are willing—nay, anxious—to discuss with 
friends and with any others all possible paths of peace. 
We will use every means—from the normal diplomatie 
exchange to the forum of the United Nations—to further 
this search. We welcome ideas, expressions of honest dif- 
ference, now proposals and new interpretations-of old ones 

anything and everything honestly offered for the advance- 
ment of man’s oldest aspiration 

There are no insoluble problems. Differences can be 
resolved; tensions can be released. The free world, I deeply 
believe, holds firmly to this faith, striving earnestly to- 
wards what is just and equitable. 

My friends, allow me to interpolate here an expression 
of my own personal faith. I call upon all of you who were 
in responsible positions, either in civil government or in the 
military world, in the dark days of 1940, 1941 and 1942. 
There seemed no place from which to start to conquer the 
enemy that bid fair to enslave us all. Already he had put 
most of Europe under his heel. I stop to think of the be- 
wilderment of our people, the fears of our people in those 
days, and then how in a few short years we were coming 
home to celebrate that great victory that we thought could 
at last mark the end of all wars. 

We see how fast human outlook can change frdm one 
of despondency, almost to despair in Many quarters, to one 
of exultation. Today as we fail to understand the intran- 
sigence that we feel marks others, as we try to color every 
proposal we make with what we believe to be reason, under- 
standing, even simply, as we are nonplussed as to why 
these offers are never taken up, let us never despair that 
faith will win through. 

The world that God has given us is of course material, 
intellectual and spiritual in its value. We have got to 
hand over to those who come after us this balance of values 
and particularly the certainty that they can enjoy the same 
kind of opportunity in this spiritual, intellectual and ma- 
terial -world that we, who will then be their apcestors, 
enjoyed before them. That, it seems to me, is the real 
problem that Canada and the United States today face 
together. It is why I get such a thrill every time I come 
to this country because here I sense in the very atmosphere 
your determination to work in that direction, not acknowl- 
edging defeat, certain that we can win, because there are 
values that man treasures above all things else in the world 

The free world, I deeply believe, holds firmly to this 
faith, striving earnestly towards what is just and equitable. 
It believes that practical problems should be solved prac 
tically; that they should “be solved by orderly procedure, 
step by step, so that the foundation for peace, which we 
are building in concert with other nations, will be solid 
and unshakable. I deem it a high privilege to salute, 
through this their parliament, the Canadian people for the 
strength they have added to this faith—and for the con- 
tribution they are making toward its realization. 

Beyond the shadow of the atomic cloud, the horizon 
is bright with promise. No shadow can halt our advance 
together. For we, Canada and the United States, shall use 
carefully and wisely the God-given graces of faith and 
reason as we march together towards it—toward the horizon 
of a world where each man, each family, each nation lives 
at peace in s climate of freedom.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen 
ator William E. Jenner, Indiana 
who heads the 
United States Senate internal 
security subcommittee, today 
said he has renewed his efforts 
to question Igor Gouzenko, the 
Russian code clerk who walked 
out of the Soviet Embassy in 
195 with voluminous docu 
ments exposing the Canadian 
spy ring 

Jenner made public a letter, 
dated Friday, to State Secretary 
Dulles asking him to renew 
the subcommittee’s request for 
permission from Canada to in 
terrogate Gouzenko.

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Defense Comes First 


r. ITS SPEECH FROM. THE 
Throne in Parliament this week 
the Canadian Government has been 
candid with the people. It tells them 
plainly that they cannot expect any 
large reduction in the cost of defense 
during the next year.. The present 
defense program, much of it already 
committed in the form of armament 
contracts and some of ft on the as- 
sembly lines of industry, must be 
carried through. 


Most Canadians will agrée with 
the Government's policy, knowing 
that the safety of the nation must 
come before any other consideration. 
But they should realize that if de- 
fense costs—now roughly half the 
total national budget of $4.5 billions 
—cannot be safely reduced there is 
no chance of any drastic tax reduc- 
tion. 


The people knew when they re- 
elected the Government that it had 
made no promise of such reductions, 
had refused to match the reckless 
promises of the Conservative party. 
The Government stood and was 
overwhelmingly endorsed ona policy 
of national security the first 
priority. 

The people, therefore, can expect 
from the present Government no sub- 
stantial relief from taxes until the 


as 


defense program can be safely cut 
or when the nation’s growing produc- 
tion provides more revenues at pres- 
ent rates. The nation’s production 
has grown this year and will reach 
an all-time peak, but we have no as- 
surance that it will always grow, 
without interruption, at this rate. On 
the contrary, from world factors 
which we do not control, it might 
stop growing temporarily, might 
even drop at some time not far off. 

When little federal relief is in 
prospect our industries must meet 
sharper competition in world mar- 
kets, when prices are still far too 
high, this is the worst possible time 
for provincial and municipal tax in- 
creases—especially in British Colum- 
bia, the highest-taxed province in the 
nation. 

The other notable announcement 
in the Throne Speech is that easier 
terms will be granted to home build- 
Apparently on a home costing 
$8,000, for example, the down pay- 
ment will be only 10 per cent, or 
$800. This will help some people to 
build homes but it will presumably 
increase the monthly installment 
payments on larger borrowings from 
the Government. It does not touch 
the real obstacle to house construc- 
tion, which is the high cost of ma- 
terials and labor.

EFORE the evening light was com- 
pletely drained away and while the 
tide was yet high, a‘ school of -grilse 
swung in from the bay and headed over 
the mud flats. Below 
them small flounders 
made short dashes to 
one side or the other 
stirring up a cloud of 
silt at each new resting 
spot and _  sculpins 
braked to a stop, re- 
maining motionless ex- 
cept for their eyes, 
which followed the 
movement of. the 
shadowy figures 
against the sky light. 

Where the muddy bottom dropped a 
bit below the.general level, the surface 
was dotted with the conical castings of 
lugworms, each miniature pyramid of 
coiled strands of mud marking the témpo- 
rary refuse-dumping* hole of a detritus 
feeder. Among them gaped the white 
shells of butter and little-neck clams 
cleaned of their occupants by gulls dur- 
ing the period of low tide. 


Now they lay conspicuously empty, 
the two valves held wide open by the 
elastic hinge-ligament uniting them near 
the beak. Some, opened on earlier tides, 
were already partly buried in the mud 
where they would eventually disintegrate, 
releasing their calcium for further serv- 
ice in the sea. 

Near the freshly opened shells a num 
ber of shore crabs were congregated, 
some of them still busy picking bits of 
muscle tissue from the inside surface. 
The oversize, heavy-set pincers on each 
hand-like appendage were used alter- 
nately to transfer scraps to the twiddling 
mouth parts beneath the overhanging 
carapace, while the stalked eyes moved 
independently to view all that was going 
on around them. 

One crab, taking alarm at the ap- 
proach of the young ‘Salmon, scuttled on 
tip toe to a nearby burrow into which it 
sidled out of sight. Its place at the edge 
of the clam shell was immediately taken 
by another individual that had been 
jockeying for a position at the feast. 

The grilse passed over this shallow 
basin and swam toward the beach line 


A 


where the bottom became pebbly and be 
gan to shelve upward. The gentle 
rhythmic swish of waves foaming along 
the stony shore masked the sound of 
their own movements in the shallow 
water, so that they surprised a swarm 
of young sandlance cruising along close 
to the surface. 

At the first sight of the salmon be- 
neath them the fry scattered in all direc- 
tions but the speedier grilse darted 
through their spreading ranks time after | 
time snapping up the small fish on each 
run. The water boiled wherever a pur- | 
suing salmon rolled on a turn near the | 
surface and occasionally sandlance mo- 
mentarily broke into the air in their ef: 
forts to escape. 

Never before had the young salmon 
found such an abundance of food. After 
the first exciting rush they continued to 
pick up the confused fry at a more 
leisurely pace until their bellies bulged 
and their gullets were choked with small | 
fish. Satiated for the time being they | 
swam aimlessly over the ntud banks until | 
darkness and the ebbing tide-caused-them_| 
to turn toward the open bay. |

THE DRAMA OF THE GLACIER AND THE ROCK 
A New Policy Sets a New Course in the Far East 


A’ SO often is the case in major 
changes of policy, the switch in 
United States-intentions in the Far East 
has come quietly and unobtrusively, com 
paratively unnoticed by the man in the 
street 

The “tough” policy, which reached its 
peak in Gen. Douglas McArthur’s advice 
to march on China (and thereby precipi- 
tate a direct clash with China's ally, the 
Soviet empire) and was sustained in 
various forms until after the Korean 
truce, has undergone a transformation 

The change marks a new course in 
history, and a new degree of maturity in 
the United States’ adjustment to the role 
of free world leadership 

The negotiators at Panmunjom, at- 
tempting to set out the conditions of the 


| forthcoming meeting to settle the Korean 
| peace and reach a Far East settlement,

are immediate brunt of the storm—the 
rains and frosts that pit the rocks. But 
far behind them, like a glacier creeping

SUDDENLY THERE 

Its slow progress unnoted, its presence 
one day is suddenly realized. The glacier 
issues forth in full effect; a policy has 
been formed and applied. 

So it has been with the Far East pro 
gram of the United States. And in this 
case also, the glacier while shaping the 
terrain has in turn been shaped by it. 
The United States found that talk of in- 
vading the Chinese mainland won no 
support among America’s allies 

Britain, having recognized the Red 
regime, maintaining diplomatic contact 
with Peking*‘and carrying on minor trade 
relations, saw no expediency or value in 
placing an army on the continent to 
fight the Asiatic mass, France, drained 
by her Indo-China struggle, gave no sup. 


| port. Canada made plain that her military 


commitments in the Orient were limited 
to her UN pledge to help save South 
Korea from aggression. NATO opinion 
was adverse.

The trend will be seen in a new ap- 
proach to intervening problems, as, for 
instance, in the: attitude of the new U.S. 
negotiator at Panmunjom, Mr. Arthur H 
Dean; In his capacity as spokesman for 
Washington, Mr. Dean has left doors 
open through which a peaceful settle. 
ment can be seen and through which it 
may eventually enter. A case in point is 
the attendance of India at the Korean 
conference, demanded by China and here- 
tofore opposed by the United States. The 
latter now suggests that India could at- 
tend as an “observer,” and obvious com 
promise which China may well find ac 
ceptable 

One Salient obstacle still stands, how- 
ever, a rocky barrier that covid split the 
glacier. U.S. Far Eastern policy is not 
entirely free, but is threaténed, even dom 


inated in large measure, by the actions 
of South Korean President Syngman 
Rhee 


That aging but doughty champion of 
Korean unity and independence - still 
threatens to plunge the peninsula back 
into war. He has declared-and no voice 
will confidently charge him with bluffing 

that his armies will march northward 
if the armistice conference does not pro- 
duce Korean unity 


No one who speaks with authority 
gives the conference any hope of achiev. 
ing that result, particularly by the late 
January deadline set by Rhee. In fact, 
even withdrawal of Chinese troops is 
highly unlikely while Rhee continues to 
threaten the now inferior North Korean 
Communist forces 


A military move by the South Korean 
Jeader would present the United States 
with two alternativés. American troops 
could march with Rhee, perhaps to vic 
tory over the North and a unified Korea, 
more likely to a hopeless war of no 
forseeable end against the Russian-aided 
masses of China. Or they could withdraw 
from the peninsula, leaving Rhee to carry 
on by himself, with the almost inevitable 
probability of defeat by combined Chinese 
and North Korean forces and communiza- 
tion of the whole country 


DEFLECTING THE GLACIER 

Neither prospect is touched with opti- 
mism: continued fighting, largely point- 
less, or loss, of all that the past three 
years of effort have saved 


Thus it i$ that peace in the Far East, 
perhaps in the world, could depend on the 
actions of a wiry little Korean patriot, 
whose 78 years of life will have meaning 
for him only if he can achieve his dream 
of unity and independence for his country. 

Not in any capital of eastern or west- 
ern, powers, but in a little, half-ruined 
Korean towns is to be found the man who 
can deflect the glacier, turn the tide of 
history—or win a greater victory than 
he can visualize, perhaps, by sacrificing 


his dream for a world which hak always 


demanded of him more than it would 
give.—B. A. T. 


FROM TAPEI, FORMOSA 


F ANYONE can trace a connecting thread 
of logic in the current American policy 
on Formosa, he is a far better man than this 
reporter, What has been done, has served a 
very useful purpose. But 
what we are doing now just 
does not make sense. The 
statement may seem ex- 
treme, but it is unfortunately 

jusified by the facts. 

As to the past, American 
aid came just in time to pre- 
vent the Generalissimo’s gov- 
érhment from collapsing 
from sheer economic _ane- 
mia. Keeping Formosa out 
of enemy hands, was cer- 

tainly well worth doing. But as to the present, 
consider for a moment what the situation 
really is like. 

First ef all, American aid has now 
reacvhed a level where the American tax- 
payer is footing more than three-fifths of the 
annual bill for keeping Formosa going. The 
Chinese budget about $200,000,000 (U.S.) 
of which $90,000,000 is miraculously stretched 
to pay and maintain more than 500,000 men 
in uniform. American aid to the tune of 
more than $300,000,000 pays the rest, of the 
bill for the armed forces and provides a little 
economic support as well.

It is a fine bargain to get twenty-one div- 
isions, eight air groups and other military 
sundries for $300,000,000, when a single Am- 
erican division costs $200,000,000 a year. But 
the purchase of bargains just because they 
are bargains is a short road to bankruptcy.

Bravely for Recognition

There are many things the 
Canadian theatre needs; there 
are a number of ills that afflict 
it. Chief among them is a lack 
of sufficient trained, intelligent 


\directors—and actors! And lack 


of money, “audiences, cheap 
transportation, Canadian plays 
and, above all, theatres! 


My skeptical friends would 


immediately say I had proved); ° 


their point—which is that legiti- 
mate theatre is a thing of the 
past and should give up the un- 
equal struggle against cheap 
mass entertainment! That this 
proves people only want the 
sort of entertainment that puts 
no strain on the stultified im- 
agination of the 20th century! 

I protest, however, that this Is 
a heartening sign; that all grow- 
ing things have needs and ills 
and that cures for most are al- 
ready in the hands of time. 
HEARTENING SIG 

Here and there heartening 
things are happening to the 
Cafiadian theatre.

Canada and the United States, officials of our two govern. 
ments have for some months been considering the establish- 
ment of a joint economic and trade committee. This com- 
mittee, now approved, will consist of cabinet officers of 
both countries. They will meet periodically to discuss in 
broad terms economic and trade problems and the means 
for their equitable sotution. 1 confidently believe that out 
of this process, the best interests of both our countries 
will be more easily harmonized and advanced. 


The second observation is this: Joint development and 
use of the St. Lawrence-Great Lakes Waterway is invalu- 
able—is sure and certain. With you, I consider this measure 
a vital addition to our economic and national security. Of 
course, no proposal yet made is entirely free from faults 
of som® sort. But every one of them can be corrected 
given patience and co-operation 


In the United States, my principal security advisers, com 
prising the national security councij, favor the undertaking 
for national defense reasons. The’ cabinet favor it on both 
security and economic grounds. A committee of the United 
States Senate has approved a measure authorizing it 


This measure provides for United States participation in 
a joint development by both countries. The proposal now 
awaits action by the United States Senate which, I am con- 
fident, will act favorably on it or some similar measure. 
The ways and means for assuring American co-operation in 
this great project should be authorized and approved during 
the coming session of Congress. 


I have noted with satisfaction the New York 
authority's acceptance of the federal power commission's 
license. With this act the stage is set for a start on the St, 
Lawrence power project which will add materially to the 
economic strength of both countries

My third observation is this: You of Canada and we of 
the United States can and will devise ways to protect our 
North America from any surprise attack by air. And we 
shall achieve the defense of our continent without whittling 
our pledges to western Europe or forgetting our friends in 
the Pacific. 

The basic threat of Communist purpose stil! exists. In 
deed the latest Soviet communication to the western world 
is truculent, not to say arrogant, in tone. Our security plans 
must now take into account Soviet ability to employ atomic 
attack on North America, as well as on countries, friendly 
to us, lying closer to the U.S.S.R.. Their atomic stockpile 
will, of course, increase in size, and means of delivery will 
improve as time goes on 

Each of our two nations seeks a secure home for realiza 
tion of its destiny. Defense of our soil presents a challenge 
to both our peoples, It is a common task. Defensively, as 
well as geographically, we are joined beyond any possibility 
of separation. This element in our security problem is an 
accepted guide of the service leaders, the government of- 
ficials and the legislatures on both sides of the border. In 
our approach to the problem, we both realize that purest 
patriotism demands and promotes effective partnership. 
Thus we evolve joint agreements on all those measures we 
must jointly undertake to improve the effectiveness of our 
defenses, bat every arrangement rests squarely on the 
sovereign nature of each of our two peoples.

On Vancouver Island 


WINNIPEG (CP)—Maj.- 
Gen. M. H. S. Penhale said 
today that he has “no recol- 
lection” of an_ interview 
mentioned by Quenton Rey- 
nolds in his magazine article 
“The Canadian Who 
Wouldn’t Talk.” 

The story, which appeared in 
the November issue of Reader's 
Digest, dealt with the wartime 
undercover work in France of 
George Dupre of Calgary. 

Friday, the Calgary Herald 
published a story which said 
Dupre admitted his story was 
false 

(Calgary Herald reporter Doug 
Collins said he had proof Dupre 
served some of his air force 
time on Vancouver Island. He 
said Dupre was stationed in 
Victoria in June, 1942, and in 
November, 1943, was posted to 
Ucluelet.) 

Reynolds said he was 
“shocked and appalled” by 
Dupre’s admission the story 
was’a fabrication. He said Gen. 
Penhale, only Canadian officer 
mentioned in the Digest article, 
had told him in a tél@phone con- 
versation of remembering 
Dupre well.

At Winnipeg today, Gen. Pen- 
hale said there must have been 
some “misunderstanding.” 

He said Reynolds had called 
him and asked: “Do you know 
George Dupre?” 

The general said he had met 
Dupre in Calgaty on several 
occasions at meetings of the 
Canukeena Club.
